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GENERAL INTRODUCTION 
TO THE LIBRARY. 

Tftnjore MftbSrSja Serfoji's Barasvatl Mahfil Librae; 
maii haT6 had its aarlieal bagioaiegs about the end of the 
lOtb eenlnry when Tanjore wa« inder the rale of the Ti»lci(tn 
liliyaka who ooUeeted Sanskrit Maontcripts wntten in Telogo 
eharaotar. In the 17th oentary the Marithas conquered the 
country and sinoe that day, the Library hae been increasing. 
By far the greater portion of the collection was made by Serfoji, 
during a yisit td Bedares during ]8‘i:0'1830. Siyaji his successor 
added a fair. There has practically been no addition of any 
Talue till Very teeeot times. 

The aboTe collection belonged to the reigning princes of 
Tanjore—-the Mara|ha Maharljas. When the last of them died, 
the whole property including the aboye collection formed the 
subject of litigatien among the seyeral claimants. Thanks to 
thair pubUo-^irited ganeroeity and enthusiasm lor ancient 
culture, the library together with a lakh of rupees was created 
into a Pablio Trust with the consent of the civil courts. The 
Tanjore Library is therefore now a Pubiio Library in the full 
sense of that term, the QoTernment of hladras being responsible 
for its administration. 

Since the Library became a Public Trust, there has been 
a marked improyement in the reception accorded to it by the 
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pabllo* Yarioafi liberal aod generoua-mioded beoefaciors have 
eome lorward with magDaoimoaa offers. The Xiibrary baa been 
enriohed with several very fine colleotiona of mannioripts, every 
one of them rare, valuable and very interesting. In 1921, the 
Library was enriohed with the *‘JambQnitba Bhat Lsp^egai 
collection’*. In 1922, the Library received other valnable colleo* 
lions of rare interest known as the "Kigalkar” and the ‘’Patanga 
AvadhSta” collections. Besides these, the TySgaritja Svimi oollec* 
tion, the Sabrahmapya ^astrl collection, Snbrahmapya Bao ool> 
lection. BSmaoandta Gapapati ooilection, Nllakaptha distri collec* 
tion, Devadahkara Tawker collection, Gopalaklfpa Devalekar 
collection and Elppaii Metha oonectioQ-~>all are of great and rare 
valne. 

The manuscripts in the Tanjore Library are either on 
palm leaf or on paper. They are of varying value and come from 
varions sources. These manuscripts are in more than eleven dis* 
tinct alphabets. On the whole one may easily say that the total 
number of maouscripts in this Library is likely to exceed 80,000, 
of which the Sanskrit manuscripts alone are sure to exceed 
26,600. 

Besides these manuscripts there are also a number of books 
and manuscripts in almost all the Indian and European langua¬ 
ges and on almost all branches of human knowledge. Special 
mention may here be made of the books aod maouscripts in 
Telugu, Tamil, Maca|hi and English on account of their number 
and importance. 

Dr. Bnrnell issued what be modestly styled classified 
Index to the Sanskrit Mannsoripts in the Palace at Tanjore,” 
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between 1178 and 1880. Between 1880 and 1918 for very nearly 
forty years, the Lrbracy has been the ▼iotim of many an oatrage. 
Those who were in possession gave ont on loan very many 
luannscripta which were never retarned. And many more some* 
bow or other, fonnd themselves into Libraries other than at 
Tanjore. Dr. Bornetrs oaialogne is very asefal to ns to trace 
ont lost manuscripts, which are never likely to come back 
to ns. Oar losses are probably far more; for even Dr. Barneirs 
admirable catalogne was by no means a complete oatalogae of all 
that existed. For, where he mentions a single work in a bundle 
we are able to>day to trace two or more works in the same 
handle. 

The committee appointed by the Government of Madras • 
took charge early in 1919. Since then they have been bnsily 
poshing forward the work of revising and preparing a fresh cata* 
logne of all the works now in the Library according to the latest 
scientific methods. Bach work is described in detail in a card- 
index form which contains all the necessary particolars. 

In 1920 a catalogue of printed books in French, Latint 
Italian and Greek was published. In 1928 three volumes of a 
catalogue of Tamil mauscripts in the Library were published. 
Prom the year 1924 a catalogue of Marltha manascripte and 
books is being prepared; the first volume was published in 1928. 
These are now on sale and can be had from the Secretary of the 
Library. 

Prom an academic point of view the Library possess some 
very interesting specimens of literacy and artistic importance.

As the fonds at the disjMSal of the Library were not 
adequate to nndertake the printing and pabliehiog of a descript¬ 
ive eatalogne of all the Sanskrit Maoascripts in the Library, the 
Admihis^rive Obmfntitee of ttie Cibrar;^ approached the ^overn- 
ment of i^adrae year aHer year witb the request for a special 
grant towards the same. In ibeir 0. O. No. MU. 668, dated the 
9th April 1927, ihe Oovdrotneoi of Madras were pleased to allot 
the noessary fnnds for a three year programme. The trienninm 
came to a olcfte bo the Slit Match 1930 and nine volumes of 
desoriptive cakalogaes of Sanskrit Manuscripts were published by 
the Committee. The Government of Madras have placed the 
necessary foods at the disposal of the Committee to oontione the 
work already undertaken for a farther period of three years. 
Daring the current trieoDiam it is proposed to issue ten more 
volumes of descriptive catalogues of Sanskrit Manuscripts) where¬ 
in it is also hoped that it would be found possible to include 
adequate deMription of all the remaining Sanskrit Manuscripts 
in the Library.

IV. Dissertations on special topics. 

V. Works on the Grammar of other Systems and langnages. 

We shall here briefly review the anihors and works noticed 
in the descriptions in this Volome. 

PANINI. 

• 

PiVini, it is well known is the first systematic Orammarian, 
whose work, the AfUdhyiyl is stii) the marvel of the whole 
world. Written more than 8500 years ago aoocording to the 
most moderate estimate, it is still a work, not snperseded by 
others. We owe to Dr. Goldstncker an approximate estimate of 
the date of Pacini. His famons monograph on PiAini it a mine 
ol information and givea ns all the particulars regarding PftAiat. 
Copies ol the A|*idhyiyl are described under Nos. 6826-6366, 
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kItyayana. 

The earliest commentator on the AfkidbySji is KatySyana, the 
Mthor of the Virttikas. It is indeed noteworthy that even earlier 
than KStyayaoa, who is referred generally to the 4th century 
B< 0. there have been other cemmentators on the SStrae 
though their works hare not been spared to ns at this distance 
of time. KStySyana’s alone has come down to ns, on account 
probably of the fact that this alone claimed some sort of atten' 
tion at the hands of the Mahibhisyakira. Tradition regards this 
author as an elder contemporary and a near kinsman of the au¬ 
thor of the Mahibhftfya. 

PATANJAIil. 

The greatest luminary in the realm of grammar is perhaps 
this very familiar figure, Patafijali. Author of sereral treatises 
on dWerse subjects, like medicine} yoga etc.} his magnum opu$ is 
the Mahibhif>'a} a commentary in turn, at least in name, on the 
Virttikas of Eatyiyana. A tradition, handed down to us from 
the days of Bhartrhari, the author of the Vikyapadlya, makes 
the author of the Mahabbasya identical with the composer of 
the Yoga Sutras and it has been questioned of late by modern 
critioe. Neither school has yet lauded upon any ccnclusWe evi* 
denoe to settle the dispute finally. According to Dr. Bbandarkar 
the Mah&bhMyskaia was a contemporary of the duhga King 
Pofyamitra who reigned in the first quarter of the second cen* 
tnry B. G. The date of Patanjali is thus C. 180 B. C. Copies of 
the Mahabhafya are described under Nos. 6857*6883. 

KAIYYATA.

Kaiyya|a is assigned by Dr. Keith to 0. 12th centuiy. 
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Noi. 6884-5406 represent his Prsdlpa, a commentary on the 
Mahibha^ya. He refers in his infcrodnotory Terses to HCari (i.e.) 
Bhartyhari, as a predecessor who showed him the way.

From this we come to know that Bhartrhari bae written a 
commentary on the Mahibbaaya called s work 

which has not yet come to light. 

The Pradlpa has been commented npon by the famons ▼oln* 
minons writer, NSge4abhat|a in his Pradipodyota. He flonrished 
abont 1700 A. D. and belongs to the school of the great Bha^ji 
dlb#iU by Tirtue of being the papil of Hari dikfita, Bhaftoji's 
grandson and commentator. Nos. 5407-6<f29 represent the 
Udyota of Nage4a. No. 6416 is noteworthy, bearing as it does 
the date) A. D. 1697. It is thos the oldest known mannscript of 
the Udyota. 

KidlKiV^TPI OP JAYIdITTA AND vImANA. 

This work is believed to be written by JaySditya. King of 
Kadmir, aeoordtog to Itsing. Vamana came after Mm. Jayadit* 
ya who died in 660 A. D. wrote the first five chapters and Varna* 
na, who is identical with the author of the KivySlankirasOtras, 
the other three. There is also a view among scholars Hks Dr. 
Belvalkat) which makes the authors of the Ki4il{it Banddhas 
on the evidence of the two facts that they do not perform 14an* 
gala and that thsii work owes a great deaU in manner and matter, 
to the Buddhist gratumarian, Candragomin. Nos. 6180-5456 
represent this work. 

PADAMANJARI OP HARADATXA. 

There is a confusion, still unremoved, between the author 



of khia comioeoUry Padamafijarl, oc the EiAika^ftti aod ihe 
celebrated diySoirya of the aame name. The diffioulty is oot re¬ 
moved by the argoment that the grammarian is invariably called 
Haradattami^ia while the daivacarya is called as HaradattScarya) 
that Mi^a is a northern honorific suffix and Aoirya a soathero 
one; and that the diivaoarya, who certainly was a Southerner U 
thns to be distinguished as diffeient from the writer on grammar. 
Scholars accept that the anihot of the Padamahjarl also most be 
a SoQtherner, since he is said to quote a Teingn word— 
as an illustration. Farther the daivite ring about the mangala 
iloka of tbe Padamafijarl lends support to the view of the iden¬ 
tity between the two Haradattas. Scholars also opine that the 
author of the Padamanjarl, since he is profnsely quoted by the 
author of PnrofakSralTia SStra, must be older than the IStb 
oentnry. Whether the author of the Fadamafijarl is identical 
with Haradatta, the anthor of the commentary on the IdvalKya- 
oagrbyasOtras, is also an interesting problem. The Padamaiijarl

This commentary of RaAganitha Olkfita is a valuable one 
and it has not been printed. It seems to be a very volnminons 
work since the first pida of the first Adhyaya itself is neatly 6000 
grantbae.

besides the The family of Bbattoji was really the 

sole anthors of the renaiisanoe of the PitMoiao school. Kovf^ 
Bhatta was the nephew of Bbattoiidlk4ita. His BhOfapa is a 
commentary on the 74 Earikas of Bhat|oji, on the philosophy of 
grammar etc. According to one of the Earikis at the beginning we 
are to take this work of Bha^ji as a motrical sammary of hie own 
dabdakaustttbha. EoQ^nbbalta's work has many commentaries. 
We have noticed under 6844 a flki by Gopila on the smaller 
recension of It called LaghubhOfava. 

Here we may also review the other works on the philosophy 
of grammar etc., that are described in this volniue. Bhartybari's 
Yikyapadlya with the commentary of HelirSja (No. 5882) is 
available in this library. The commentary deserves examination, 
being nnprinted. Tbe Nan^ikela ESiiki attributed to Nandi* 
ke4a and commented npoo by Upamanyu (No. 5710) explains the 
mystic import of tbe M&beivara sQtras. 

Coming to ihe supplsments to PaQini's sOtras, the U^di 
sQtras come uppermost in mind, by virlae of their disputed an- 
tborship. While scholars are wavering between Fi^ni and 
dakaUyana, Vimala Sarasvati, tbe author of KapamWi is said 
to attribute them to Vararuoi, Among the commentaries on them 



available in tbie library, may mention Kftmabhadra dlkeita'a 
UpadimaQidlptka (No. 5675), which is yet noprinted. There is one

DHATUPATHA. (Noa. 6688—6696) 

Coming to the DhStnpKlha of P&9ini* which ia repreaented 
by many Mas., the question arises, who is the author, Bbimasena, 
referred to as the author of the t HhimaBena is the accept¬ 

ed antbor, who assigned the meanings to the roots. There are some 
minor luminaries in Vyikara^a literatnre having the name, Bhima 
and Bhimic&rya. Whether we are to identify the author of the 
DbatvartfaapStba with one of them, or to identify him as a 
different author, cannot be settled for lack of evidefice. 

Among the eommentaries etc., on the Dhitnpitha, mast 6rst 
be noticed the metrical recasts of the DhitnpStha. Bopadeva’s 
Kavikalpadruina(No. 6680) is one each work. No. 6928—named 
Rimadhenn is evidently a fragment of Bopadeva*B own commen¬ 
tary on his Eavlkalpadinma. 

(]okkan5tha’s Dbatnratnfivali (Nos. 5697-99) is another 
metrical recast of this nature. OokkanKthamakhin is the father- 
in-law of BKmabhadra dlkfita. 
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Ghana^yiuia’s I>h5t«ko4a (No. 570J) is a lexicon of verbs 
with their meaniogs. It is an uDprinted work, coutaining one be* 
ing, the list of GhaQaiyima’s pcedecessocB which he gives in the 
inttoductory verses. 

There is also a Ms. (No. 6Y00) representing sn .'ioonymoos 
abridgement of Madhava's Dhatuvptti. The works described 
nnder the names Db^tniupa and DhatncQpSvali, are the po> 
polar and well known oonjogatioo'digests. 

PABIBHASAS. 

The Paribhafas are attributed to varioos authors. The very 
well'known commeutary on them is Niger’s ParibhafenduAekha* 
ra (No. 672i). ^e^dri6adhl'8 Paribhafabhaskara is described 
under Nc'S. 5714-]t> There is another work of the same name 
by one Bhiskara noticed under No. 5717. Slradeva's Vrtti is 
represented by Mss. The famous Itamabbadia dlkfita has 
written a commentary on Slradeva’s Paribhifavytti and bis work 
is represented by 2 Mss. ^Nos. 5720 and 5721). RSinabhadia’s 
nephew, Vaidyanitha has wxitteu a commentary called Pari* 
bhM&rtbasaAgraba (No. 6722) which has a commentary by 
Stayamprakada yati. (No. 572d) 

LINGA ANB SVABA. 

Rimasfiti's Linganirpaya Bhupapa and Lingadepa of an un¬ 
known author, described respectively under Nos. 692y and 6980, 
axe two works on the Linginudasana. 

Svaraprakriyi of unknown authorship and dxlnivftsa d!k- 
fita'e Svarasiddhautacandrika are the two works on svars avail¬ 
able in this library. The latter, described under No. 6921 
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follows khe atfcent system of the Taittirlya dakbS. Iks ankboc is 
a pupil of kbe famous Rimabbadra dikfita.

BHATTOJI’8 PREDECESSORS. 

Comiog to kbe indepeodeot treatises, which are laker recasts 
of the Atkidbyayl. in a definite arrangement according to aabjects, 
the Siddbanta Kanmodi of Bbakkoji dikfita stande first, not in 
chronology, bat in importanod. To Vimala Sarasrati, the aatbor 
of RQpamilS, described here nnder No. 6816, belongs the credit of 
first showing the way. In its wake followed Dbarmakirti's 
Rupivataia and Rimacandra’s Frabriyi kanmndl. The former 
is described nnder Hos. 6817-^3. In this connection, it must be 
pointed oak, that the latter part of the BUpivatSca, called Dhaka* 
pratyayapahcikS is described in the colophon of some Mss. here 
as well as in the Madras Oriental Mss. library as 
The name is intereBiing though not instructive. Rimacandra’s 
PrakriyakanmudS is represented by the Mss. under Nos. 5736-61. 
Three eommentaiies upon it are here noticed. One Vidvakarma 
Vidvin, son of Damodara, and grandson of Bhimasena, has 

written khe The commentary in the name of khe au¬ 

thor, Erfhapap^ita, is the same as that of deiakrffa—the author 
of the drama. Eamsavadba. He was the son of defa Nrsimba and 
teacher of Bhattoji and Perubhatta, the father of PaO^itarija 
JagannStha, 

BHATTOJI DIKSITA. (17kh centarv)

Th Biddhantakaumudt of Bhat^ji (Nos. 6436-6658) has no- 
merooB commentaries. Those that are described here are:— 
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1. PraQ^hQQADoramS of BhftUoji himseU (Nos. 5669*92). 
Two oommentaries on it are available here, ^abdaratna (Noi. 
5693*6598 and 5658) and Kalpalati. The former is by Hari- 
dlkfitSt grandson of Bbattoji dfkfita. There is no evidenoe to 
show the oorrectoess of Dr. Belvalkar'a remark that its real aa* 
thor waa Nageda, the famous pupil of Haridikfita and that he 
attributed it, in revorenoe, to his preceptor. The Kalpalati (Nos. 
6669*6600) is by one Krtpamitra. Pa^^itaraja Jagano&tha’s 
MaootamS*kucamard.iDa (No. 5601) is generally believed to be 
a violent criticism of Bhat^ji's work. 

2. Tattvabodhiul of Jfianeodra Sarasvatl is described under 
Nos. 6602*5620 and 5665. Nos* 6602 and 6666, though sepa¬ 
rately noticed) are really the description of the first and the se* 
oond parts of this same work. 

8. Bfhat and Laghn dabdendn dekbaras of Nigeda (Nos. 
5621-6648). These commentaries and their authors are very well 
known. 

4. Sutnanoraral (Noe. 6649-6650). This commentary is by 
Tirumalai Dvidadahayijin, son of Venktadhvarin. He was the 
pupil of his brother Soredvara. 

5. Ratnakara (Nos. 5057 and 6660). This commentary is 
by RamakTfVa, son of Suredvara. above mentioned. 

6. Bilamanoraini (Nos. 6661*6666) of Visndeva dlkfita. 
The author was a protege of Anandarayamakhiu, minister at the 
Tanjore court. His extensive conunentaty, which has been 
printed, needs no comment. Anyhow, it must be remarked that 
the information supplied by Dr. Belvalkar that Bilamanorami 
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IB Bh8Lktoji*B own eiisier version oi his PrsndhanaaDOtainl nesds 
to be refated. 

7. Kaurandl Vilfisa of Bhiskara (No. 6966). Perhaps this 
Bhaskara is identical with the author of a Paribhasibhiskats. 
No. 6717. 

b. Lagbamanorami of an nnknown author described under 
No. 6660. 

9* PrakSda of Toiappar (No, 5661) 

10. dabdasagara (No. 6662). 

11. dabdaratnaiQava (Noe. 6668-5664) 

12. SudhKujan^m (6606-6667) 

13. Siddhinta Kaumnd! Vyakhya (No, 6668).

8. CidiiJpidrannin’s Vyikarapadlpa (No. 6868) and the com¬ 
mentary on it called Prabhi, (No. 6854) by GahgSdhara. 

4. The dabda Kaurandl (No- 6865) of the famous Cok* 
kanitha Dlkfita and the commentary on it. by his son Bila* 
patafijftli Dvidoiahayajin called ^ibdikarak^i (Nos. 6866-7) 



Still minor works, written more for the benefit of begin- 
ners are the dabdasiddhiota Maujarlof Koda^darima (No. 0694)) 
the PrabodhaoandrikS (No. 5766) of VaijalabhQpati) written for 
bis 800 » BatnftTali of Gaaramohana (No. 5815) Laghnaiddbinta- 
oandrika of unknown autborehtp (No. 5831) and the BilabodbinI 
(Nos. 5759-58U4) and the Balatanjaul (Nos. 6805*8) of BilaaSri, 
This last work needs some comment. Its author is Bila* 
sQri, in whose ownership there are so many Mss. in these 
Volumes. He was the protege of darabboji 1). and the son of 
6e#ebhat|a. The original rich collection of the Mss. of deaabbat(a 
and BSlabhatta have come down entirely into this library. 

IV 

Among special dissertations, we baye a lot noticed in the 
body of the catalogue and in the section, titled as * miscellaneous.* 

Many works deal with partienlar sections like 7117 and 

while some others deal with particular sutras. The Prayogayi- 
yekasangraha (Nos. 6767 A 5768) of Vararooi deals with Karakas. 
The work is in 25 Kirikis with a comment on them. The Yi- 
bhaktiniryaya (Nos. 5833*5835.) deals with declension. The 
dabdarQpKyali, represented by many Mss. (Nos. 5861*5898) is the 
yery well known book of deolensioos of important words. The 
ViyKdakaumudI (No. 6836.) of Lalams^i takes up some SStras for 
discussion and the Paucapadlviyrti (No. 6711) is a commentary 
on a disoossion on fiye grammatical forme. Further there are 
also tracts devoted to the examination of the correctness of single 
words and forms. One such is * * (No. 6626) 

whose author is identical with the author of the Pauespsdl (No. 
6711). In this class, special mention must be made of the work, 
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P0rYapakfaBaagrahA (Nos 57S8 ft 6734) which is a collection of 
the Purvapakfas to a number of sOtras. 

V Other sjstems and languages. 

The last ciasfy in this Tolume* contains works on the gram* 
mar of other langnages and systems. The SSrasrata PrakriyS, by 
AnubhOti SvarSpacatya. the best authoritative work of that 
school is represented b> many Mss. (Nos. 6964-5967). The SS* 
rasrata school is a eimpli6cation of ihe Pipinian school and it 
has only some 800 stitrae. 

Coming to the other languages we have the works of Vararu* 
ci, Trmkrama and Lakfmldbara» in the grammar of the 6 Prfikyt 
languages. The basic text on which these are commentaries is 
a set of sOtras, ascribed to their eponymous Acirya, Vilmiki, the 
author of the Ramiya^a. Vararuei's PrakrtayyakaraQa (Nos. 
6935-5988) and PrakrtaprakSiavrtti. (No. 6949) give the rea¬ 
dings of the original sutras quite differently! from* those available 
in Trivikrama’s Prikrtavy&kara^aaotravytti (Nos. 5990-6941), 
The author of the Sa^hhSaicandriki, Lakfmtdhara deserves notice 
as being a member of the school of Bbattoji. He was the pupil of 
the famous Eop^ubha^. 

THE BHANDIbABHASA,

Vi^eivara, alias Vigtfi has written a treatise (Nos. 6944— 
47) on the grammar of this language. According to him, 'this 
language is beat suited for musict having had its origin, in the 
melodious medley of the lyrical notes that arose when dri Kpfpa 
danced with the flute in bis hand, in the company of the Hopis 
of different countries and tongues. This lauguage is thus a 



creation (tom Kimbhojl, Gau^I> Mabiraftrt, Eilingl 

and GairriVl. with a senee to its potency for rich mnslcal effect.
